In expert clreles you 
double an interference bid if 
that bid has taken the words aul 
of your mouth, In this case 
North was roady o bid five 
hearts and therefore doubled 
when West made that bid frst. 


North made the final decision 
to bid seven no-trump after Bast 
snerifleed at seven spades, North 
thought that Seldman had o bet- 
ter hand, and that. the play for 
seven no-trump would be very 
eusy. 


The, decwion to bid‘seven nos 
trump was a pood one, since 
East probabjy would have been 
set only five Wicks for o loss of 
900 polnts. The prond slam was 
worth 2,420 paints, 


As ft turned out however, the 
play was inuch | more dificult 
than North had expected. West 
led the-queen 9 of spades, and 
Seldman won. the trick at once 
with his nce, He then ran seven 
rounds of dlamonds, discarding 
a low heart from the dummy. 


With vach hand down to only 
five cords, West had to hold 
three hearts and could therefore 
‘hold only two clubs. Having 
thus squeezed West out of his 
clubs, declarer now turned his 
attention to East. He finessed 
the queen of hearts and cashed 
the ace of hearts, 


On the second round of hearts 
East~ had - to--reduce --to-—three- 
cards, Since East had to hold a 
high spade to prevent declarer's 
five of spudes from becoming a 
trick, East had to discard a club.

capital resources in difforent 
Parts of the Commonwealth, but 
with na form of public control 
or Ministerial responsibility ancl 
with no power for questions to 
‘be asked about its activities In 
the House of Commons. 


Mr Butler did net think the 
House had ever been able to 
ask questions about the opera- 
tions of a_ private enterprise 
concern, There- would, how- 
ever, be contact between the 
finance ‘company and Govern- 
ment policy, «

"The narcotle menace in 
Calffornia jy of such magnitude 
that everyone concerned with it 
must be ever . alert to place 
barriers against the distribution 
of narcotics and to lend every 
effort to the apprehension of 
peddlers and: addicts. 

"It,..is apparent to the, Com- 
mittee that, with the activity 
of manufacturing narcotic drugs 
in foreign countries resulting In 
the tremendous profit recelved 
from the transportation and 
distribution of such drugs, tho 
problem of stopping the ilegal 
mportatlon ‘of narcotic ‘drugs 
Into California 1s, to say the 
least, q most diMcult and well- 
nigh impossible one.” 

The Board gave: the Governor 
a series of recommendations 
which he transmitted . to ‘the 
Legislature, now in session, in 
fhe hope thot some efficient 
means of control might be 
developed, on ‘ 

Board members reported that 
while narcotic addictfon has 
been decreasing in other parts 
of the United States, It has 
been increasing in California. 


LESS ADDICTION 


The Federal Bureau of Nar- 
cotics reported that there is 60 
per cent less addiction in the 
United States as a whole than 
there “was a generation ago. 

During World War I, onc ‘out 
of every 1,800 conscripts was 
rejected ns o drug addict. The 
rejection rate in World Wor IL 
was one out of 10,000. 

Today there are only between 
50,000 and 60,000 addicts in the 
nation, mainly concentrated in 
metropolitan areas. 

“In contrast to this somewhat 
optimistic point of view, we find 
in California that there is a 
marked increase in narcotic 
arrests," the Board reported to 
Governor Warren. ° 

“Furthermore,” the Board re- 
Rorted, “the obvious increase in 
narcotic addiction jin California 
must be considered in the: Ilyht 
of better law enforcement and 
also our noted population in- 
crease. . 

“On the other hand, it must 
be recognised that many narco- 
atle.addicts are... arrested _ and. 
committed on other criminal 
charges so that these addicts are 
not counted os such In tho 
statistical datn that hag been 
furnished." 


INADEQUATE STAFF 

The Board expressed the 
opinion that one of, the reasons 
for the increase the in- 
adequate staff available for the 
war against narcotics. The offi- 
cers are so few that the only 
successful  proeccutions = are 
those based on tips from un- 
dcrworld informers. 

In_ the whole of southern 
California, only 20 men: are 
assigned to narcotics work by 
the Customs Bureau of the 
Federal Treasury Department, 

“In San Francisco, the Treasury 
Department has only 10 Inves- 
tigators to board vessels and only 

27 port ‘pstrolmen," the report 
cdded, ‘
